WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
President Truman sent the dead- | 
locked steel controversy to the 
Wage Stabilization Board tonight 
in an effort to avoid a nationwide 
strike New Year’s Eve. He called 
on steel workers to remain on the 
job until a settlement is reached. 

The President said the wage 
dispute between the CIO Steel | 
Workers and various steel com- | 
panies “has now arrived at a stage | 
where it gravely threatens the 
progress of national defense ... 
It is of the utmost importance to 
prevent an interruption in the 
production of steel.” 

“It is for this reason that I 
have certified this matter to the 
Wage Stabilization Board,” the 
President said, “This will pro- 
vide the parties with a forum 
where their differences may be 
resolved and a fair. settlement 
reached, without resort to a costly 
shutdown.” 

The President said the WSB 
would give both sides “an op- 
portunity to present the facts 
and arguments they think the 
board should consider.” Then 
after considering the case 
“promptly on its merits” it will 
“make recommendations for a 
fair settlement consistent with 
sound stabilization policies.” 

The President said “no one is 
in a position as yet to say how 
much of an increase in wages 
or other benefits would be per- 
missible under wage stabiliza- 
tion policies ... we must wait 
for the Wage Stabilization 
Board’s report before any 
sound judgment is possible as 
to what wage increases are 
proper in this case.’ 

“After the decision is reached 
as to wages,” he continued, 
“the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion will be responsible for de- 
termining whether or not any 
wage increase justifies a price 
increase. 

“The law and regulations as- | 
sure that the steel companies 
will get price increases if they 
are entitled to them. No other 
advance assurances are neces- 
sary.” 

Mobilization officials have de-| 
clared they will not buy peace in} 
the steel industry at the cost of 
any “unjustified” price increase 
for steel.’ 

At Pittsburgh, Benjamin F. 
Fairless, president of U.S. Steel, 
the industry’s largest company, 
issued this statement: 

“In response to President Tru- 
man’s request, contained in his 
statement tonight, we will, of 
course,’ be prepared to maintain 
our normal work and production 
schedules and will lay the full 
facts in the case before the Wage 
Stabilization Board.” 

President Philip Murray of the 
union said he had no immediate 
comment. 

Mediation Collapses. 

The President’s action followed 
the collapse yesterday of federal 
mediation efforts to effect a wage 
agreement between the union and 
leading steel companies. The 
union is asking for wage increases

Four Shafts in Mine. 


The..big mine is equipped with 
four shafts. Two are used for 
mining operations, and the other 
two provide ventilation and emer- 
gency exits. No, 4 is the main 
working shaft, and the mine of- 
fice, elevator, locker rooms and 
other surface facilities are cen- 
tered in a one-story building at 
the head of this shaft. 

The explosion sent dense black 
smoke billowing up No. 4 shaft, 
but workers on the surface, as 
well as many of those who were 
under ground, did not feel the 
blast. © 

Joseph L. Burnett, a foreman, 
said he was working in a section 
of the mine several miles from 
the point of the explosion. 

“] didn’t hear anything or feel 
anything unusual,” he said. “The 
first I knew that something was 
wrong was when I got a telephone | 
call fgom the office and was or- | 
dered to get the men out right 
away. We got out by walking 
up the steps.” 

Air Blast Hits Repairmen. 

Alex Balabas, a repairman, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he and 
another repairman, Everett Muir, 
went into the mine: shortly. after 
6 p.m. 

“My buddy and I were dragging 
a loading machine along the track 
back to the repair shop, which is 
about 150 feet from the main 
shaft. 

“We still had about 300 feet to 
go with the machine when the 
power went off and an air blast 
hit us like a big wind. 

“IT told Everett, ‘That’s an ex- 
plosion.’ I figured the blast was 
about a mile away, and the time 
was somewhere between 7:30 and 
8:15. 

“All of a sudden the air was 
full of dust and it was hard to 
breathe. We held onto each oth- 
er and followed the tracks back 
to the shaft, groping along. 

Smoke Pours Inte Shaft. — 

“By the time we got on the 
elevator cage 10 minutes had 
‘passed and smoke was pouring 
into the shaft. There were about 
six of us in the cage. All we 
could see was each other’s lights. 
One man, Paul Donahue, passed 

out. 

“When we got to the top, 
smoke was pouring out of the 
shaft. There was so much smoke, 
dust and fumes we could hardly 
get out of the cage. It made us 
sick.” 

Balabas said that when he 
reached the top of the shaft he 
washed up -and rushed home to 
tell. his wife he was safe, before 
she learned of the disaster from 


others. 

While he was still near. the 
shaft 12 or 15 men emerged from 
the mine. One of his friends, he 
said, reached safety by climbing 
out through the air course, a cir- 
cular stairway extending to the 
bottom of the mine. 

Terrible Experience. 
was his first explosion, 
Balabas said. 

“TI missed the other one—just 
didn’t happen to work that night. 
A man just can’t realize how: ter- 
rible a mine explosion is until 
he is in one: Five minutes more 
down there and we wouldn’t have 
made it.” 

After going home, Balabas went 
to the hospital, where he was 
given first aid for smoke and dust 

on. | 

Lloyd DuPree, of Pittsburg, 
labored all night helping clear 
debris.

Death at West Frankfort—Why? 


Disaster has struck again in the Illinois coal 
fields and this time no one yet knows how many 
men have lost their lives. There were 257 work- 
ers in Orient Mine No. 2 at West Frankfort— 
the largest coal shaft in the world—when the 
explosion occurred. One of the face bosses has 
made the black prediction that the final toll 
would be worse than the Centralia tragedy in 
1947 when 111 men were killed. 

What caused an accident so horrible—all the 
more horrible because it came at the outset of 
the last shift before the Christmas holiday? 

State Mines Director Walter Eadie says the 
blast was caused’by gas which could have been 
set off by “any one of a thousand things.” As. 
recently as Dec. 11 State Mine Inspector James 
R. Wilson reported that safety conditions in the 
mine ranged from “good” to “fair.” He made 
no recommendations for corrections or improve- 
ments. The County Mine Inspector Roscoe 
Stogner, joined Inspector Wilson in this report. 
Last October, Inspector Wilson, together with 
Murrell Reak, reported that in their joint judg- 
ment “it is safe to operate this mine.” 

That is the record of state inspection. The fed- 
eral inspection record is very different. Inspect- 
ors W. R. Chick and C. L. South, for the Federal 
Bureau of Mines, urged six months ago that 
abandoned workings of this mine should either 
be sealed or ventilated. They also recommended 
that air that had passed near abandoned work- 
ings not be used again in other parts of the 
mine, 

These federal recommendations were not ol- 
lowed by the mine management. John R. Foster, 
superintendent for the owners, the Chicago, Wil- 
mington and Franklin Coal Co., said that “these 
are strictly controversial matters.” Since the 
Illinois code does not require these safety pre- 
cautions there was no way to enforce them. The 
federal recommendations are without teeth— 
merely advisory. And so for whatever exact rea- 
son, safety broke down and there are new widows 
and orphans in Southern Illinois. 

In fairness to the State Department of Mines 
under Director Eadie, it should be said that 
there is no record to show that the state inspec- 
tor was compromised by a political shakedown 
system, as was true at Centralia. Nor is there 
evidence that individual miners or the union had 
appealed repeatedly for help from Springfield, 
a circumstance which also marked the Centralia 
record. 

Under Gov. Stevenson. state mine inspectors 
were taken Out of politics“and put on merit. The 
Illinois Legislature, however, did not enact a 
modernization of the mining code. In fact; an 

extensive tightening of the safety regulations 
was rejected by the Mining Board. 

The Centralia tragedy and the attendant dis- 
closures of corruption in the Green Administra- 
tion in Illinois were a major factor in the elec- 
tion of Adlai E. Stevenson to the governorship, 
It is now his clear duty to see that the most 
searching investigation is conducted into every 
aspect of the West Frankfort tragedy. 

If palpable negligence can be shown, those 
responsible should be held to strictest account. 

Meantime the fact is driven home again that 
coal mining, even when men try to make it safe, 
is one of the worst of occupational hazards. How 
much longer will it be before there is action 
in Congress on Represéntative Price's bill to put 
teeth in the federal mine safety weaes * 
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Capper and the Farm Bloc 

Arthur Capper’s life as a Senator spanned the 
period during which the farm bloc grew to 
power, and he had much to do with its rise. 

The Kansas publisher, who died Wednesday at 
86, was one of the organizers of the bloc in the 
early ‘20s. The boom which followed World War 
I had passed the farmers by, and their economic 
discontent reflected itself in a political move- 
ment for relief. As an instrument and a fash- 
ioner of that movement, Senator Capper found 
himself compelled to battle his own party. 

For the traditionally Republican Middle West 
learned, in the '20s, that it had little to say about 
the control of a party which looked to conserva- 


tive business leadership in the East for guidance. 


Under Coolidge and Hoover the Republicans did 
as little for farm relief as they dared. They were 
in favor of tariff subsidies to busitiess, but not 
price subsidies to farmers. And so when the 
boom which had never started for agriculture 
ended for the rest of the economy, the farmers 


were ready to swing violently to the Democrats. 

Very largely as a result of the political expres- 
sion of its economic interest, agriculture went 
through no wringer after the second war as it 
had done after the first. Farm income dipped, 
but now there were floors, propped by price 
supports, which kept it from sinking out of 
sight. By now the Republicans had pretty well 
reconciled themselves to the idea of supporting 
farm income in some form. Yet there was just 
enough doubt in 1948 to swing some crucial farm 
votes back to the Democrats. 

On the whole, the farm bloc which Senator 
Capper did so much to strengthen has been good 
for the country. The unsolved problem is how to 
reconcile the claims of the farm bloc with the 
interests of the nation as-a whole. 
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Wails Can’t Stop Decay 

Sidney Baer is right when he insists that 
St. Louis pigeonholes altogether too many blue- 
prints for its redevelopment. The pigeonhole is 
the dusty cave of decay, not the gate to progress. 

As a downtown merchant, Mr. Baer is primar- 
ily concerned about the suffocation of the down- 
town area. Correctly, he attributes this to in- 
adequate transit service. But he realizes the 
many other factors involved—such as the devel- 
opment of the riverfront, slum clearance and 
the building of an apartment-house district 
in the Memorial Plaza neighborhood. 

Mr, Baer believes there will be some action 
when the deterioration of the downtown busi- 
ness district begins to push the municipal tax 
burden onto neighborhoods less able to bear it. 
But he strongly suggests that action should 
come sooner. The crisis should be anticipated. 

That calls for positive decisions by those most 
vitally concerned. There will have to be more 
than just complaints about Public Service Co. 
profits and schedules. 
more than just blueprints of super-highway ap- 
proaches to the downtown area. There must be 
more than just a statute permitting the construc- 
tion of off-street parking facilities. 

The restrictions of the defense program stand 
in the way of any immediate large scale build- 
ing enterprises. But those restrictions do not 
prevent the planning of specific projects. Nor 
do they keep St. Louis from determining how 
such projects may be financed. 

St. Louis has a Plan Commission which should 
be at all times working on such questions. But 
what has the Plan.~Commission produced since 
giving us the Master Plan of 1947? And even 
that was more a delineation of problems of de- 
cay than a positive outline of solutions. 

So a good beginning might be made by rejuve- 
nating this commission. Let us have a Plan 
Commission which really plans. Why not ap- 
point men like Mr. Baer to the commission, men 
who are directly concerned with the problems 
and who might be expected to have a mind for 
direct, positive action?

there, and we—my wife and I—were the 
“guest attractions.” 

When the radio announcer asked me 
for details about the Cicero riot, I tried to 
make my story as “nice” as possible. I 
just told them the straight facts, without 
emotion. I even tried to add a-touch of 
humor. After all I couldn't expect a group 
of strangers to be greatly interested in 
our hardluck experience. 

I told them how happy we were when 
somebody found us a place in Cicero, after 
we'd been looking 
for an apartment for 
months. [ told them 
how the Cicero po- 
lice threatened _ us. 

How the mob _ de- 
stroyed all our pos- 
sessions, except for 
the clothes we wore. | 
How our little y 
daughter, Michele 
8, had asked, “Dad- } 
dy, why don't they 
like us?” 

As I continued answering questions, I 
suddenly realized that the audience was 
very quiet. They seemed to be listening 
to every word I said. I knew that here was 
a group of people who were really con- 
cerned about our misfortune. I saw a man 
at a nearby table wipe tears from his eyes, 
and when I was through, they stood up 
and applauded. 

Wherever I’ve gone in the past few 
weeks I’ve found people who were shocked 
by the violent unbrotherliness which we 
had faced. They wrote us letters; they 
wrote letters to newspapers, magazines, 
and radio stations. They've stopped us on 
the street and said “Aren't you the Clarks? 
We're sorry about what happened to you.” 

The discrimination which Negroes face 
is usually a quiet thing: for example, the 
“sorry” of an employer who refused to 
hire Negroes, or the implied “whites only” 
in most real estate ads. This discrimina- 
tion is serious—but not draniatic enough 
to attract much attention. 

The Cicero outbreak jolted many men 
of good will who before had never known 
or cared. In this sense, some good did 
come out of the riot. 

A man in Georgia wrote us that he'd 
aways been taught to look down on Ne- 
groes, but a Time magazine story on the 
Cicero riot had shaken him deeply. A 


fashionable supper club. A ra- 


bride sent us a set of dishes she'd gotten 
as a wedding present. From all over there 
came gifts, including money. 

One precious item that the mob de- 
stroyed was a $800 spinet piano. That real- 
ly hurt me. I remembered all the overtime 
I'd worked as a bus driver so that my 
daughter would have a good piano on 
which te develop her musical talents. A 
radio program in New York came to the 
rescue and raised more than enough cash 
to replace the piano. 

A famous music schoof in Connecticut 

gave my daughter a scholarship, usable 
whenever she gets ready. 
. A Franciscan priest, Father Leon Sulli- 
van, passing through Chicago, visited us 
and gave us a beautiful Japanese painting 
on silk. Father Sullivan had an experience 
in common with us. He too had been ex- 
pelled as an “undesirable person.” After 
a “public trial,” Chinese Communists con- 
demned him as an “enemy of the people” 
and ordered him out of China. 

In a note to us, Father Sullivan wrote: 
“I was sickened at the thought of the aw- 
ful inhumanity Americans could show to 
a fellow American in a land of love (de- 
spite all its injustice). Let’s work together 
to remove some of that injustice.” 

Of the 2000 letters we received, only 
about 20 were hostile. All, the hostile let- 
ters were unsigned; only a few of the 
friendly letters bore no signature. One of 


‘the unsigned friendly letters came from 


an Oak Park woman who feared the enmity 
of some of her friends if her letter some- 
how became public. 

What impressed me most of all was the 
great number of people who weren't afraid 
to stand up and be counted. I knew how 
some of my white friends felt toward us. 

I knew how a former employer of mine 
in Nashville felt. The other day, while in 
Chicago, he phoned me to. express his 
sorrow. An Italian himself and thinking 
that Cicero was predominantly Italian he 
was especially apologetic because he feared 
I might suddenly become anti-Italian. 

But it was heartening to learn how many 
other white people, in the North and in 
the South, hungered and thirsted for jus- 
tice for all men. 

The Cicero riot showed the hate that 
remains in the world. But what followed it 
showed us that there also is love. 

Because :° this, there is hope for me 
and my wife and my two children—and for 
all the colored members of the human 
family.

Recipients of Loans. 

The 17 countries which have 
received International Bank loans 
for development purposes are 
India, Australia, Thailand, Ethi- 
opia, El Salvador, Chile, Mexico, 
Brazil, Colombia, Uruguay, Nica- 
ragua, Turkey, Iraq, South Africa, 
Belgian Congo, “Yugoslavia and 
Iceland. 

In every case, the loans were 
only large enough to pay for the 
foreign materials required for the 
projects. The borrowing country 
paid for labor and domestic ma- 
terials with its own money. In 
some cases this money came from 
local bond issues, subscribed to 
by the people. Sometimes the 
country’s part was many times 
greater than the bank’s loan. 

The loans were made from the 
bank’s capital, subscribed to by 
the bank’s 50 member nations, 
and from bond issues which the 
bank sold in the United States 
and other countries. The Soviet 
Union is not a member of the

We could not 
even if we wanted to—Nazism is 
dead. 

Explains Goal. 
“What we are trying to create 
is true national socialism—the 
national socialism that Hitler 
talked about but never succeeded 
in bringing to success. I am con-

1. A strong executive — “The 
German Parliament has too much 
to say today about too many 
things which are none of its busi- 
ness. The chancellor should be a 
virtual dictator.” 

2. The direction of industry to- 
ward national goals—“We favor 
private enterprise but we claim 
the right of the Government to 
intervene in an emergency to di- 
rect its use for the welfare of 
the whole. We don’t want to 
socialize the property, but to 
socialize its functions.” 

3. The idea that every. indi- 
vidual must bend his own life to- 
ward the national good—‘“Hitler 
came-to power because he gave 
every man the feeling that his 
personal success was identical 
with that of the nation.” 

4. National rearmament —

defend itself.”

He 
lost his left arm fighting in Rus- 
sia as an infantry sergeant. His 
one hand almost constantly holds 
a cigarette, which he flourishes 
emphatically. 

Born July 9, 1910, Westarp is 
now 41, with a wife, one son and 
three daughters. Before the war 
he was a newspaper man. 

He lives modestly on his pay 
as a member of the Lower Sax- 
ony state Parliament, in which 
he leads his party’s delegation. 
He says. he also owns “some 
stock” in the big I. G. Farben 
Chemical Co. 

Was he a Nazi? 

“IT was never a member of the 
Nazi party,” Westarp said. “I be- 
longed to the Allgemeine SS (the 
general schutzstaffel, Hitler’s 
elite bodyguard) for two years. 
I quit it in 1935. 

“Believe it or not,” he added, 
“T was against Hitler from the 
time of the Ethiopian war. If the 
men who tried to kill Hitler on 
July 20, 1944, had tried it in 
1939, i would have joined them. 
But when Germany went to war, 
there was nothing for me as a 
German to do but fight.”

HE American propaganda ef- 
fort, for which very- large 
sums are being spent, is a 
rather complete flop. This may 


orbit, but it is certainly true in 
the areas of Europe and the Mid- 
dle East which this reporter has 
recently visited. 

Two experiences in France 
suggest the nature of the failure. 
In three weeks with the French 
army, this reporter was asked by 
at least a dozen French soldiers 
why the Americans did not put 
on a real propaganda drive like 
the Russians. As far as these men 
were concerned, there was no 
such thing as American propa- 
ganda—at least American prop- 
aganda had never reached them. 


Russia Selling Peace Myth. 


Subsequently, talking with a 
number of workers in a small. 
French factory—only one of them 
was a Communist—this reporter 
heard two simple points made 
over and over again. First, the 
Russians wanted nothing but 
peace. Second, the United States, 
ruled by profit-hungry capital- 
ists, was impelling the world 
toward war. 

This sort of thing can hardly 
be considered a rewarding re- 
turn on a huge propaganda in- 
vestment. Even in well informed 
England, the impression is wide- 
spread that the United States is 
naw in the hands of Senator 
Joseph McCarthy, and that any- 
one who publicly disagrees with 
McCarthy is instantly suppressed. 

As for the Middle East, about 
all that can be said is that the 
United States is a little less hated 
than Israel in the Arab states, 
and a little less hated than Brit- 
ain in Egypt and Iran—hardly a 
major propaganda victory. 

Little Evidence of Results. 


All this is not for want of try- 
ing. The Voice of America un- 
doubtedly includes able men. 
Presumably large numbers of 
people hear the Voice of Amer- 
ica broadcasts in Europe and the 
Middle East—although in three 
months of travel this reporter 
never met one of these people. 
The United States Information 
Service also employs many ex- 
tremely able and energetic offi- 
cials who are doing the best job 
they can within the limits of their 
directives, distributing news, 
pamphlets, and motion pictures 
and running the American li- 
braries abroad. 

Yet the proof of the pudding 
is in the eating,: and it seems 
fair to say that all this tre- 
mendous effort has had only 
peripheral effect in some areas, 
and none at all in others. 

The real question is whether 
the United States is equipped to 
accomplish much by means of an 
official propaganda effort. 


Not Popularity Contest. 


In the first place, the propa- 
gandists, ‘who seem almost to 
have swallowed the regular 
United States Embassy staffs in 
some countries, are naturally 
concerned to “sell” the United 
States in these countries. This 
reinforces the tendency, par- 


East, to transform American for- 
eign policy into a sort of popu- 
larity contest. American foreign 
policy should be concerned, not 
with the popularity of the United 
States, but with the interests of 
the United States, which is some- 
thing quite different. 

In the second place, by the very 
nature of the situation, the United 
States is at a tremendous dis- 
advantage vis-a-vis the Soviet 
Union, in the propaganda field. 
We have no equivalent of the dis- 
ciplined Communist parties which 
the Kremlin’s propagandists have 
at their beck and call in every 
country, nor can a democracy 
employ the Soviet technique of 
the big lie, endlessly repeated 
until it begins to sound like the 
truth. 


Hard to Tell Truth. 


Furthermore, it is sometimes 
difficult for American propagand- 
ists even to tell the truth. The 
way to reach the French worker 
is to tell him that he is being 
exploited by an irresponsible, tax- 
dodging owner class, which is true; 
and advise him to emulate the 
American worker in organizing to 
demand and get his fair slice of 
the national economic pie. But 
one can imagine the reaction to 
this sort of propaganda line of 
certain Congressmen who hold 
the purse strings. 

The margin of effectiveness of 
our official propaganda could be 
increased if the effort were di- 
vorced from the State Depart- 
ment, for the State Department 
connection contributes to the 
stuffiness and banality of Amer- 
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HE military clique that now has abolished Thailand’s modern 
constitution and seized contfol of the government in Bangkok 
was substantially strengthened by United States aid. 

This siamese development already is providing the Communists 
with a handy bit of evidence to discredit the United States. 
Peiping’s major propaganda themes throughout Asia is that the 
United States backs any and all governments that declare opposition 
to Communism regardless of how unpopular they may be with their 


own people. 


When I visited Thailand re- 
cently, before the coup, I found 
well informed observers dis- 
turbed by implications of the 
present open and covert military 
aid provided by the United States. 
They feared that the United 
States was strengthening author- 
itarian elements within the easy- 
going, temple-studded kingdom. . 


United States military aid to 
Thailand falls roughly into two 
categories: 

1. The United States mili- 
tary assistance advisory group 
that assists in reorganizing Thai 
armed forces and trains them 

in the use of the arms pro- 
vided under the mutual: secur- 
ity program. 

The supposedly under- 
cover but actually rather well- 
known operations of a special 
group that is training and 
equipping Thailand’s national 
police force. 

MAAG Set Up in October 1950. 

The Military Assistance Ad- 
visory Group for Thailand, more 
popularly known as MAAG, was 
established in October 1950. 
Headed by Brig. Gen. John T. 
Cole, it has about 75 American 
officers and men. MAAG deter- 
mines the amount and type of 
equipment to be supplied to Thai- 
land and supervises its use and 
maintenance. New American arms 
are replacing the old Thai equip- 
ment which was largely of Jap- 
anese and European origin, 

MAAG also is teaching Amer- 
ican military tactics and encour- 
aging reorganization of the Thai 
forces along the lines of the 
United States military establish- 
ment. In addition to organizing 
local training centers, MAAG has 
arranged for schooling in the 
United States for nine Thai army 
officers, 12 navy officers and 26 
air force officers. 

The regular Thai defense 
forces comprise about 55,000 men, 
organized into an army number- 
ing about 35,000, an air force of 
8000 and a navy of 12,000 men. 
The army includes soldiers who 
have been conscripted for a two- 
year period of service. 

The Thai government has a 
territorial department responsible 
for mobilizing men, but it has no 
equivalent of the national guard 
in the United States. 

U.S. Aid te National Police. 

In addition to the regular mili- 
tary assistance program, the 
United States is supporting a non- 
publicized effort to equip and 
train the national police force of 
Thailand. The job is being done 
ostensibly by a private organiza- 
tion employing some American 
personnel, 

The police force numbers about 
35,000. Well informed Americans 
and Thais report the objective is 
to expand the police establish- 
ment to 45,000 and train and 
equip it as an auxiliary defense 
force.

The Par- 
liament was composed of a Senate 
with 50 appointed members and 
a House of 121 elected members. 

The United States policy of 
building up the military estab- 
lishment in effect tended to 
weaken the prospects for democ- 
racy by strengthening the mili- 
tary clique behind the govern- 
ment. It particularly enhanced 
the power of the four generals 
at the top of the Thai military 
establishment — The commander- 
in-chief, Gen. Pin Chunhawan; 
his son-in-law, Gen. Phao Sriya- 
nand, who commands the national 
police force; Gen. Sarit Thanarat, 
commander of the first army in 
Bangkok, and Air Chief Marshal 
Fuen Ronnabhakat Rittakani.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 22. 
OW to end the Koréan ‘war 
without a threat of later 
Communist attempts at con- 
quest of the entire country: has 
become a major problem in armi- 
stice talks wah a an enemy we 
don’t trust. 

The most startling proposal 
that has been considered, as the 
Dec. 27 deadline for agreement 
nears, is this stern public warn- 
ing to the Chinese should an 
armistice come about: If its terms 
are violated the war against 
China would be greatly enlarged. 
No one can say just what this 
would mean. 

Advocates of the proposal be- 
lieve it could be done without 
further ground fighting in Korea. 
They also. feel certain it could 
be done without pushing a 
ground war on to the Chinese 
mainland. 

The same alternative could be 
given in the event the Reds cut 
off cease-fire talks and elect to 
go ahead to the bitter end. 


Armistice Hopes Rise. 
Hope here is growing for an 


‘armistice, even though the dead- 


line may have to be extended a 
month or more to reach agree- 
ment. 

The release of the prisoner of 
war lists and a belief that the 
Chinese feel they have been pun- 
ished severely already has con- 
tributed to this. 

However, the course of Korean 
negotiations has posed these 
questions: 

1, Can the United Nations hope 
to win an agreement definitely 
spelling out specific details on 
such things as inspection, observa- 
tion, keeping the status quo in 
troop and air strength, weapons, 
airfields, and the line between 
North and South Korea? 

2. Would the United Nations, 
especially the British, who have 
recognized Red China, agree to 
a generalized armistice or to the 
enlarged war threat? 

Along with the hope for.an 
armistice has come evidence of 
serious concern in Washington 
over how the American people 
will accept any settlement terms, 
even though they ardently want 
their ground troops out of Korea, 

Sentiment for Withdrawal. 

There is considerable specula- 
tion over whether an armistice 
would bring immediate with- 
drawal of Allied ground forces, 
which are mostly American, ex- 
cept for a “thin police line.” This 


the constitution adopted in 1947. 
They announced a return to the 
1932 constitution that gives much 
greater power to the ruling 
group. 

The announced objective of the 
military group was to protect 
Thailand against the threat of 
Communism, although Commu- 
nists have made little progress in 
organizing the friendly Thai 
farmers, who live an easier more 
abundant life than peasants in 
China and the Philippines. 

The most immediate danger re- 
sulting from the seizure of power 
by the military is that it stifles 
the development of a healthy po- 
litical opposition.

Covert Campaign Urged. 

This is why the main effort 
should clearly be non-official and 
covert. 

It is almost unanimously agreed 
in Europe, for example, that 
whereas the official, and expen- 
sive, Voice of America is largely 
a waster of time, the unofficial 
Radio Free Europe has had a real 
impact. A determined, profes- 
sional effort in the unofficial and 
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covert field could undoubtedly 
pay real dividends. 

But even this sort of thing is 
not going to win the cold war 
for us. Above all, we ought to

Meanwhile, it appears evident 
that buildup of American air 
power in Korea will continue. By 
spring it promises to be far 
greater than it has ever been 
in eighteen months of war.

It would be of. political bene- 
fit to President Truman if a real 
armistice could be effected and

Sex has long since lost 
its shock value for experienced 
readers and if they shy away 
from books that appear to be 
sex-laden it is because they are 
more afraid of boredom than of

My own acquaintance with 
Moravia is limited to “The Con- 
formist” and if this can be 
taken as a characteristic ex- 
ample of his work he is unques- 
tionably a novelist of stature. 
_ Moreover he is making no bid 
for the patronage of prurient 
adolescents. To be sure there 
is- enough eroticism in “The 
Conformist” to stock a half 
dozen shockers but to call the 
book morbid or salacious is to 
ignore its general tone and dis- 
tort its intention. The story is 
concerned with a young man 
who wants to be like everybody 
else. It is a wholly conscious 
motive, grounded in fear and 
weakness, and it leads him step 
by step into a line of action 
that is both false to his own na- 
ture and ruinous to the security 
that he seeks.

He seeks conformity, there- 
fore, because it promises “‘safe- 
ty”; safety from the need of 
making critical decisions, from 
the pressures that every “ex- 
ceptional” man must resist, and 
from what he believes to be the 
erratic compulsions of his inner 
nature. The supreme irony of 
his career is that his drive for 
“normality” forces him into ac- 
tions that are both exceptional 
and anti-human. The man who 
would be nothing more than a 
human ditto mark becomes 
something close to monstrous. 
wR 
N defining what seems to be 
the controlling idea in this 
novel I may have implied, un- 
wittingly, that the book is thin- 
ly populated and that the action 
takes place, for the most part, 
in the mind of the central 
character. Such is not the case. 
The “story line” is as clear as 
that of any adventure story. Its 
significance, of course, is psy- 
chological and the inward lives 
of many characters, other than 
Marcello, are laid bare in show- 
ing the causes of the events.

HE incredible story of a 

T woman who survived—by a

Margarete Buber was the wife 
of Heinz Neumann, a German 
Communist of the intellectual 
type who, like many of this 
group, ran into ideological dif- 
‘ficulties with his party. When 
Hitler came into power, he and 
his wife sought refuge in Russia 
but after a short period were 
separated by the G.P.U. The 
charge against both was at- 
tempted sabotage and counter-

the Russian-German treaty, re- 
turned to Germany where, the 
Gestapo immediately arrested 
her as a “political criminal.” 


How the author was able to 
survive the hardships of both 
camps is a mystery even to her- 
self. However, she managed to 
escape starvation and death 
threats, and while all around 
her women of all ages and na- 
tionalities were sent to the gas 
chambers by the thousands, her 
luck held out and her name was 
not called. At the end of the 
war she was released without 
explanation and made her way 
to the American lines under 
enormous handicaps. 

If it were not well known 
that the concentration camp 
atrocities were really com- 
mitted, one would have to take 
this book as the invention of a 
sadist. But to the everlasting

Margarete Buber’s book — 
which was translated by Edward 
Fitzgerald—sets the reader to 
thinking. It is the personal story 
of one woman, but it also is the 
typical story of the inhumanity 
of our time. It is a warning that 
the hope of mankind can lie 
only in democracy. -

OOD is apparently one of

There are revised cook 
books that have kept their 
popularity, cook books that ex- 
haust the new methods of cook- 
ing and food preserving; there 
are, and these are long overdue, 
cook books on therapeutic diets. 


The Boston Cooking School 
book was one of the first popu- 
lar food manuals. Since 1896 
this famous collection of recipes 
has gone into new and revised 
editions until today more than 
2,000,000 copies have moved 
into American kitchens. Many 
of the recipes that made the 
early editions popular are in- 
cluded in the new edition. The 
use of the salamander, the tim- 
bale iron and other refinements 
of food preparation are illus- 
trated with simple line draw- 
ings by Barbara Corrigan. In- 
gredients in the body of recipes 
are emphasized in bold type. 
A chapter on the freezing of 
foods is part of the revision 
which has gone forward under 
the direction ef Wilma Lord 
Perkins and there are half a 
dozen exemplary color photo- 
graphs by Jeannette Klute. 

In these days of streamlining 
and short cuts there is no need 
to be a harried hostess.

She 
has gone about freezing the food 
raised on the family’s small 
farm in a businesslike fashion.

She has devised some of her 
own.and has discarded those 
which are found wanting in her 
plan for streamlining this new 
way of storing food. The book 
is illustrated with drawings, 
recipes and anecdotes.

There has been much talk 
about delicate stomachs and 
other disabilities which restrict 
food consumption but no one 
has done anything about it until 
Dr. Jordan and Mrs. Hibben 
put their heads together.

ERHAPS the most affecting 
P quality of the regrettably 
short, passionately intense 
life of Katherine Mansfield 
(1888-1923) was a dualism that 


underlay the whole body of her . 


work, a conflict of selves which 
she never resolved into a har- 
mony. Though she could hon- 
estly consecrate her life to 
literature, she desperately 
needed human sympathy; she 
aimed ardently at fullness of 
individual. development, yet 
could not stabilize her life with- 
out a permanent source of af- 
fection. In her the old, ironic 
conflict between ambition and 
emotional needs raged almost 
as destructively as the phthisis 
that, for years, periodically 
prostrated her and, on the very 
threshold of a happier time, 
finally killed her.

In Book-About ‘Greatest.’ — 
HREE. pitchers who played 
lead roles in pennant drives 
of.the Cardinals and who 

probably could win a pennant 
for almost any club in the ma- 
jors today if grouped on the 
same staff, are treated in a new 
book by Tom Meany. The title 
is Beseball’s Greatest Pitchers, 
published by A. 8S. Barnes & Co., 
and the three masters of the 
pitched ball are Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander, Jerome Herman 
Dean and Burleigh Grimes. 

, While Meany includes the 
impressive statistical records of 
his mound heroes, the book is 
alive and one of the best of the 
many sports volumes published 
recently, because of a wealth 
of anecdotes. 

One of Tom’s stories about 
Old Stubblebeard Grimes. was 
brand-new in this corner. Bur- 
leigh, as fans will remember, 
was «ne of the last of the great 
spitball pitchers, and while he 
threw the spitter frequently, he 
also faked it, to confuse the 
batters. 

“Only one club ever caught 
on when Grimes was faking a 
spitter and when he actually 
was throwing one,” Meany 
writes, “the Phillies in the early 
1920s when the late Art 
Fletcher was their manager. 

“The Phils were chronic tail- 
enders in those days and when 
they commenced taking liber- 
ties with Grimes, everybody on 
the Brooklyn club sensed that 
something was wrong. It wasn’t 
any mystery—the Phils were 
laying off Burleigh’s spitter and 
laying into his curve and fast 
one. The mystery was not in 
what they were doing, but in 
how they were doing it.

Hitting Continues. 
éé OBBIE’S first decision 
R (Wilbert Robinson was 
manager of the Dodg- 
ers) was that the Phils were 
stealing the-signs from Catcher 
Taylor, then a comparative 
rookie.

But both the press and MacAr- 
thur overlooked the man who had 
played a substantial role in the 
proceedings—the man who had 
sneaked out of the prison camp a 
couple of nights before, made his 
way through the Japanese lines, 
alerted the Eleventh Airborne to 
the location of the camp, and then 
helped lead the soldiers in the 
ground attack on the Japanese 
garrison. 


His name is Prentice Miles, 
and he is a former St. Louisan 
who started on the trail to ad- 
venture in an inauspicious man- 
ner — picking up cigarette butts 
and scrap paper on the grounds 
of the St. Louis Zoo in Forest 
Park. The trail carried him to 
the Orient, where he was caught 
when the war broke out. It car- 
ried him close to death a couple 
of times at the hands of the Jap- 
anese, and finally brought him 
the Medal of Freedom, which is 
awarded to civilians for “meri- 
torious service in the prosecution 
of the war against the enemy.” 

Miles, a sturdily built man of 
47, is back in St. Louis for the 
first time in 14 years, and the

ETE—as he is called by his 
Prrienas — came to St. Louis 

from West Frankfort, Ill, to 
make his fortune-when he was 23 
years old. That was in 1927, after 
he had completed*a hitch in the 
Navy. His first:job was at the zoo, 
“spearing cigarette butts.” After 
a few months he was transferred 
to the snake house. He emulated 
his employer,.George Vierheller, 
in that he read and studied ev- 
erything he could get his‘ hands 
on about wild animals and their 
habitat. When big game dealers 
came to the zoo and Pete heard 
them talk, he made up his mind 
to be an animal dealer. From 
service in the Navy he knew 
enough about the Orient to know 
that in a lot of places they just 
kick what we call rare animals 
out of the way. 

After two years at the zoo, he 
got a job as a seaman out of 
San Francisco, sailed to Singa- 
pore and started buying animals. 
He specialized in delicate  ani- 
mals, which many. dealers didn’t 
want to take the risk of handling, 
and came back with a large ship- 
ment of gibbons, black cockatoos, 
mouse deer and other animals 
and reptiles, including several 
king cobras. He made his first 
sales to Vierheller. For the next 
few years he kept shipping out 
as a seaman and bringing back 
animals. 

Finally he got enough capital 
to quit working as a seaman and 
become a full-time collector. He 
traveled in India, Ceylon, Thai- 
land, Sumatra. Once, starting 
home with an impressive . collec- 
tion of animals, he was bitten by 
a monkey and developed blood 
poisoning. He was unable to care 
for his animals and many of them 
died, But he did get to St. Louis 
with a 12-foot Komodo lizard, the 
largest of its kind ever captured, 
and the only one in the country at 
the time. It attracted wide .atten- 
tion, but not for Jong. It died 
10 days later, peor 
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MacArthur's headquarters. The 
Japanese were landing -on «the 
north end of the island of Luzon 
and the Army needed someone 
to blow up bridges along the 
highway and the railroad. 

“The Army,” Miles recalls, 
“was literally caught with its 
shoes off. They’ had no. equip- 
ment; officers were actually run-

.32-caliber, pearl’- handled re- 
volvers. Everything was confu- 
sion. The engineer’s demolition 
handbook was not. only out of 
date—it had been designed for 
timbers and construction in the 
United States. Bridges in the 
Philippines are of, much heavier 
construction, and the wood much 
harder. The charges specified in 
the handbook wouldn’t even knock 
a splinter off some of those 
bridges.” 


Miles was placed in charge of 
demolition by Maj: Hugh Casey. 
A highway runs down the east 
side of the island of Luzon, a 
railroad down the other. 


“I went down the west side, on 
the railroad, blowing up bridges 
as I went,.The Japs were pushing 
hard, trying to catch up, but we 
kept falling back ‘and blowing 
bridges. Then I got word. to go 
to the other side of the island. 
A Filipino lieutenant and a group 
of soldiers who were trying to 
hold the road had run out of am- 
munition. There was a gap of 

about 15 miles in the road which 
hadn’t been connected. They 
couldn’t go back or forward.

When It Comes to Herding Car Through Traffic 


A WOMAN USUALLY PASSES ONE CAR AT A TIME; A MAN PASSES THREE,

15,800,000 drivers, only 1,400,000 wom- 
en were involved. Of 37,500 drivers 


involved in~fatal accidents, only 2300 - 


were women. Thus men made up 
roughly 91 per cent of the drivers in- 
volved in all accidents and 94 per cent 
of all drivers involved in accidents in 
which human lives were lost. 

Recently the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri conducted a limited but enlight- 
ening survey among driver education 
instructors in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County schools. This survey would 
seem to indicate that the so-called 
weaker sex can boast of a good driving 
record from m oer e% age on up. 


NSTRUCTORS were asked to answer 

four questions and out of 22 who re- 

plied tagthe questionnaire, 17 judged 
that boys learn to drive -more quickly 
than girls and 15 were of the opinion 
that boys exhibit the greatest efficiency 
at the end o the driver. training course. 
But 17 of the 22 instructors replied with 
an emphatic “girls” to the question of 
which sex they believed wodld make 
the safest future drivers and 18 out 
of the 22 just as emphatically answered 
“women” to the question: From your 
observation and experience as a Driver 
Education Instructor, which sex of adult 
drivers of today do you believe to be 
the safest drivers? 

“Several of the instructors said they 
believed girls make the safest drivers 
because girls are by nature more cau- 
tious and less likely to take chances 


than boys,” say P. F. Drury, director of 
Safety Education and Traffic Engineer- 
ing for the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri. “And when you think about it, 
who ever heard of a girl hot-rod driver” 

The idea that woman’s innate caution 
makes her a better driver than her hus- 
band is borne out by Dr. Irmagene Hol- 
loway of Pelham, N. Y., who set up 
the accident prevention program of the 
American Red Cross and is a member 
o, the Greater New York Safety Coun- 


“Women, probably dent more fenders 
and have more: minor automobile acci- 
dents than men do, but they are less 
inclined to speed anti to take chances 
while driving,” Dr. Holloway © says. 
“Women are likely to be more timid 
than men. For instance a woman 
usually passes one car at a time; a 
man passes three. He has the longer 
range perception but she is the more 
cautious.” 

In the psychophysical tests given by 
the A.A.A. in connection with their 
driving schools throtghout the country, 
two interesting facts came to light. The 
tests showed that the average man 
driver whips His car around five miles 
per hour faster than the average wom- 
an and that men are more likely to be 
color blind than women and thus prone 
to cause accidents by misreading traffic 
signals. 

Recently in Akron, O., W. L. 
Newenchwander, supervisor of Safety 
Education, analyzed 2458 accidents oc- 


curring over a period of three months 
and involving 4700 people. Roughly 
4100 of these persons lived in Akron 
and their ages were known. A special 
analysis was made of the persons in 
the 16 to 2l-year age group. For equal 
numbers of licensed drivers, men who 
had driver training had only 4 as 
many accidents as the untrained men 
and the trained women had only 1/15 
as many accidents as the untrained 
women. While‘the rate of accidents 
per 100 drivers was 1.5 for the trained 
men, the rate of accidents per 100 driv- 
ers among trained women was only two 
tenths of one per cent. ‘

O the figures seem to prove that the 

much-maligned woman driver has 

been suffering the disparagements of 
the male sex without cause. The little 
woman might well keep some of the 
figures handy when friend husband 
winds up with one of those allegedly 
funny stories about women drivers. 
She may have to put up with such 
jokes as the one about inventing a 
parking device that will make the 
wheels go sidewise. It’s true that men 
seem to have been born with a built-in 
sixth sense that enables them to fit the 
family buggy into a car-length parking 
space with more skill than most women 
will ever possess. But the man will 
have no comeback if the little woman 
counters with the National Safety 
Council figures on safe driving. 

It ain't a pretty picture, brother. So 
maybe you'd better give the little 
woman a pat on the back for her safety 
record instead of telling, every chance 
you get, of the latest addition to her 
bent-fender record. ,

Jeremiah Warned of What Was to Come But the People 


Scorned Him as False Prophet and Persecuted Him — 


Where Was Leadership of a Moses, David or Solomon?

CHAPTER 25 


HE last days of the southern 
kingdom were degraded al- 
most beyond belief. 

It was as if a whole nation, 
with the few exceptions, had gone 
insane. The people could not 
grasp the fact that the Battle of 
Megidde was for them a disas- 
trous defeat. When the Egyptian 
Pharaoh, Necho II, pressed on 
north, without pausing to punish 
the Judeans, they acted as if 
they had won the war. 

In their mistaken elation, they 
proceeded to choose a new king 
to rule over them, as if Necho II 
would have nothing to say about 
the succession. They chose Prince 
Jehoahaz, a son of the slain 
Josiah, but no sooner was he 
crowned than Necho snared the 
kingling in-a pit, and then led 
him off with a ring in his lips. 

In place of the prisoner, Necho 
put his brother Jehoiakim, on 
condition that the Judean king 
bow head and knee to Egypt and 
pay, in yearly tribute, one hun- 
dred talents of silver and one 
talent of gold—equal to about a 
quarter of a million American 
dollars today. Under that burden 
all Jerusalem groaned. 

,.Once more the people turned 
back to idolatry. Human sacri- 
fice, in the frightful form of 
burning children alive as an of- 
fering to Moloch, was again re- 
vived in the Valley of Hinnon. 

Yet, strangely, in this satur- 
nalia of paganism, the priests and 
the people continued to believe 
in the inviolability of the sanctu- 
ary. While the Temple stood in 
Jerusalem, they were certain in 
their faith that the, city could 
never be taken by a foe. 

It was because of this fallacy 
that Jeremiah the prophet was 
electrified into action. 

Let it be said that although to- 
day his name is a synonym for 
denunciation and scolding on a 
cosmic scale, Jeremiah was at 
heart a mild soul. And he was 
detested by the very people he 
wanted to save. From the eutset 
it was clear to him that reforms 
would be in the letter of the law, 
not in the hearts of the people, 
which was what really mattered. 
Already he had fcreseen the in- 
vasions of the Scythians and 
again after the terrible defeat of 
Megiddo he began again his out- 
bursts and prognoStications. Un- 
less they reformed, he told the 
Judeans, God would come upon 
them again in his wrath, and 
when Nebuchadnezzar did, in- 

deed, march down, Jeremiah 
hailed him as God’s appointed 
scourge.

ATURALLY, this confirmation 

made Jeremiah even more un- 

popular. The king cut his book 
to shreds, and later he .was 
flogged, imprisoned and narrow- 
ly escaped death. 

Not these or other persecutions 
could hush the voice of Jeremiah. 
We know him best from his hired 
scribe and companion, Baruch, 
who helped the prophet write his 
wonderful poems. Some say that 
he also wrote the Book of Lamen- 
tations. But the religious leaders 
continued to scorn Jeremiah as a 
false prophet; they jeered at his 
prediction of, a scourge of Scythi- 
ans which had not come to pass. 
But before long this mockery by 
the priests was to change entirely, 
for soon it became unmistakably 


’ clear that mild Jeremiah had been 


picked out by God to be His chief 
spokesman during the years of the 
decline and downfall of Judah. 
The Voice had spoken to Jere- 
miah when he was 24 years old. 
“Behold, I have put words in 
your mouth. See, I have this day 
set you over the nations and over 
the kingdoms, to root out, and 
pull down, and to destroy, and to 


. throw down, to build, and to 


plant.” 

However, priests and people 
were sure Jeremiah was a mere 
pretender and charlatan. Again 
and again, he was imprisoned and 
put in stocks in a dungeon. 

Meanwhile, changes were com- 
ing to pass. Assyria, the terrible, 
was waning in power when Jer- 
emiah began his ministry. Nin- 
eveh had already fallen to the 
Chaldeans, an aggressive Semitic 
people of Babylon, and to their 
allies, the Medes, in 612 B.C. 
Seven years later, Necho II, at 
the battle of Carchemish, was 
thoroughly beaten “*by Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the Babylonian monarch. 
Thus the Chaldean became the 


newest overlord of Judah. 

In Nebuchadnezzar Jeremiah 
recognized the agent of the Lord 
for the punishment and purifica- 
tion of Judah. No one would be- 
lieve him and the baffled prophet 
sighed: 

“Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots, 
then may yeu also do good, that 
are accustomed to evil.” 


Jefemiah’s frank and fearless 
talk, delivered at every opportun- 
ity, finally evoked the serious 
displeasure of King Jehoiakim. 
He and his scribe Baruch had to 
flee beyond the king’s jurisdic- 
tion. 

King Jehoiakim next tried to 
betray Babylon, which had made 
him its puppet. Then Nebuchad- 
nezzar laid siege to Jerusalem in 
597 B.C. And some time during 
his assault on the capital, the 
a puppet king of Judah 

ed. 


The besieged city was tempor- 
arily saved from complete de- 
struction by its timely surrender. 
This act was ordered at the word 
of Prince Jehoiachim, son of the 
vanished king, but the young 
man was not rewarded with the 
throne for his pains. At the royal 
nod of Nebuchadnezzar, another 
of Josiah’s sons, Zedekiah, was 
made puppet king. But there was 
no mercy in this arrangement. 
Misery followed upon misery. 

Jeremiah felt it was safe to 
return to desolate Jerusalem. 
More opposition than ever await- 
ed him. His conviction, | still 
strongly expressed, that Nebuch- 
adnezzar was an instrument in 
the hand of the Lord for their 
deserved chastisement was bitter 
medicine. At last, Zedekiah threw 
him down into an empty, noisome 
cistern and left him there to die. 

But Jeremiah was rescued. He 
was next arrested and consigned 
to imprisonment. 

King Zedekiah, himself ob- 
sessed with a treacherous idea, 
fancied he saw a chance to rebel 
successfully against Babylon when 
the Egyptian Pharaoh, Psam- 
metichus II, invaded Palestine. 


FROM NINE TO FIVE

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| COFFEE AND WATER." 
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Infuriated, Nebuchadnezzar a 
second time besieged Jerusalem. 
For two brave stubborn years, the 
city held out against him, but 
succumbed at last. When it sur- 
rendered, in 586 B.C., all but the 
dregs of the population were de- 
ported. Virtually the whole na- 
tion was now prisoner in Baby- 
lonian exile. The Holy City was 
wrecked. The Temple of Solo- 
mon was burned to the ground. 

Jeremiah was released from 
prison by the Chaldeans. After 
prayerful meditation, the prophet 
told the Hebrews that the Lord 
wanted them to remain where 
they were, in spite of the fact 
that they had set their hearts on 
seeking refuge in Egypt. But 
they decided to disbelieve him 
and compelled him to flee to the 
land of the Nile. 

To show their disgust for the 
message of the prophet of God, 
the discomfited Hebrews in 
Egypt turned to worshipping 
idols. “For this, Jeremiah pre- 
dicted their extermination. Let 
Jeremiah rave! And that is the 
last we hear of .the great proph- 
et: Legend says that he was 
stoned to death by his own peo- 
ple in Egypt.

Words of Isaiah. 


HERE now were all the 
dreams of heaven for the 
great experiment with a 
chosen people? First Israel and 
now Judah had become broken 
nations and there seemed to be 
little waiting for them in the in- 
glorious future. Where now the 
inspiration of Moses, the bril- 
liance of David, the wise govern- 
ance of Solomon? 
There is only the final fall of 
the people and their dispersion. 
Alexander will overpower them; 
the king of Egypt will steal them 


‘for slaves by the hundred 


thousand. Solomon’s Temple in 
ruins, and much worse is to come 
upen the people who had the 
smile of God upon them and 
turned their backs against him— 
as many still did, although cap- 
tives in Babylon. 

What was it like in Babylon? 

For one hundred and fifty 
years the people of the ten lost 
tribes of Israel, the northern 
kingdom,‘had been prisoners in a 
foreign land. Now many from 
Judah, the southern kingdom, 
were also taken into exile. This 
was the sad state of the chil- 
dren whose thousands of years 
flowed back to the Garden of 
Adam and Eve. Yet it was not, at 
least at first, a reign of terror 
under which they were compelled 
to live. 
* In their daily lives they were 
not objectionably circumscribed 
in Babylon. The policy of the gov- 


ernment toward captives, especial-. 


ly before the destruction of Je- 
rusalem, was enlightened and 
even generous. The Hebrew exiles 
pursued opportunities in business 
with little hindrance. They were 
allowed to retain their own re- 
ligidn, to assemble freely, and to 
speak their native tongue. 

And to live in Babylon itself 
was like a mystical dream, for it 
was a place of beauty as well as 
strength. Its glittering palaces and 


temples, its courts and open spac- 
thousands upon thousands 


es and 
of ample dwellings, its _—

broad enough for chariot races. 
The gardens were a sign of the 
fertility of the land, watered by 
innumerable canals and channels 
of irrigation. Crops of every con- 
ceivable kind were plenteous. ° 


The walls of the great palace 
of Nebuchadnezzar were 24 yards 
thick. But it was his hanging 
gardens that people talked about 
most; they were counted among 
the seven wonders of the world. 
The king had built them for his 
Median wife-queen to console her 
for the absence of her native 
mountains. 


In Nebuchadnezzar’s capital the 
exiles were well treated but they 
were unhappy. They wanted, as 
they wanted nothing else in the 
world, to be taken back home. 


From where would enlighten- 
ment and consolation come now? 
Who could halt the final crum- 
bling of faith? 


Ezekiel began to teach his fel- 
low captives in exile the concept 
of individual responsibility to 
God, to society, and to man. Sin 
was not communal, as the ma- 
jority had fancied; sin was in- 
dividual. 


During a heart-breaking period 
of about 23 years, Ezekiel was 
the real pastor of the exiled 
flock. 

When Ezekiel began his min- 
istry in Babylon, Jerusalem had 
not yet been destroyed, and Zede- 
kiah was still-a puppet king 
under the suzerainty of Nebu- 
chadnezzar. And half of Ezekiel’s 
prophecies were concerned with 
the coming downfall of the be- 
loved city of Jerusalem. 

At first, even when he felt the 
invisible mantle of prophecy fall 
upon him, Ezekiel could give them 
only cold comfort. Right up to the 
fall and ruin of the holy city, Eze- 
kiel was largely a prophet of 
doom, drawing his forecasts from 
weird, apocalyptic visions, and in- 
terpreting them in dramatic mon- 
ologues. But after the destruction 
of Jerusalem, he became a 
prophet of restoration. 

Elders came to Ezekiel regular- 
ly for instructions and advice. The 
people listened reverently to his 
sermons, often acted out dramatic- 
ally in the manner of Jeremiah. 
He did not spare their feelings, 
or mitigate their faults, especially 
hammering at their hardness of 
heart and their willfulness. 

, Ultimately, his sermons, care- 
fully dated and preserved, be- 


came the seed of a religious re- 
vival. For Ezekial was the true 
forerunner of Ezra, who was to 
re-establish the worship of Israel 
in the Temple of Jerusalem when 
it was rebuilt. The old spirit of 
Deuteronomy was strong in Eze- 
kiel, and all its laws and forms 
were his natural creed. 

When Ezekial died we are not 
told. But some years after the 
delivery of his prophecies, . about 
570 B.C., —— aa to change. 


HE exiled heir to the throne’ 

of Judith, Jehoiachim was re- 
leased from his prison by Evil- 
Merodach, the Babylonian mon- 
arch then ruling. Only a few years 
ago, testimony was dug up by arch- 
aelogists to confirm the story of 
King Jehoiachim’s imprisonment. 
The records were found on un- 
earthed cuneiform tablets—there 
were 300 of them and more—re- 
claimed near the Ishtan gate in 
the ruins of Babylon. This was a 
contemporary record of the thir- 
pr years of the king’s cap- 
“With the death of Ezekiel, the 
people turned more and more to 
the great counselors of the past, 
and especially to Isaiah. That 
prophet’s spiritual sight had seen 


far into the future that was now . 


the present, but he had not dwelt 
on punishment and retribution. 
Instead he was passionately sym- 
pathetic, to the troubled people, 
+ nob eer wanting to be 


“Comfort ye, comfort ye, my 
people,” is his opening message. 

He sees Palestine a land of 
desolated cities, Jerusalem in 
“heaps,” the Temple gone. He 
sees Zion as a childless widow. 
The Hebrews are scattered in 
misery—nobodies. True, some of 
the exiles had become prosper- 
ous, but not many; the great ma- 
jority suffered and struggled in 
poverty. These poor must be 
given cheer; they must glimpse 
a bright new hope, shining ahead. 
The seer’s lofty thought and en- 
thusiastic confidence in coming 
redemption were a fountain of 
solace for weary, disheartened 
people. He depicted their cap- 
tive mation as one to be exalted 
in some indefinite future, above 
all other nations.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
Dr. Allen B,. Dumont envisions 
small town television stations 
transmitting programs over in- 
visible light rays. Dumont, tele- 
vision set manufacturer head of 
the network bearing his name, 
believes that within five years a 
light waves system, on which he 
has. been working for several 
Years, will be ready for station 
use and within two. years for 


| short distance linking of network 


stations. 

But Dr. Dumont tells this writ- 
er that light waves telecasting, 
which he calls photovision, will 
not be a subst for conven- 
tional telecasting. It will be suit- 
able, he says, only for small 
towns where a four- or five-mile 
range will be sufficient, 
where television otherwise may 
not be available because of the 
ry cost of a conventional sta- 
tion, 


He estimates that a photovision 
station could be built gor two to 
five thousand dollars. Conven- 
tional stations cost $125,000 up- 
ward—generally upward. 

The station would have a bea- 
con instead of an antenna on top 
of its tower.

HE recording of Alban Berg’s 
T opera “Wozzeck” brings with- 
in reach of the general pub- 
lic one of the most widely dis- 
cussed musical works of the 
twentieth century. It was first 
produced as a whole on Dec. 14, 
1925 in Berlin, with Erich Kleiber 
conducting. Subsequently it was 
played all over Europe and in 
1931 Leopold Stokowski directed 
two American performances, one 
in Philadelphia and one at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. 
Many of the European com- 
ments on “Wozzeck” were ex- 
tremely bitter but the audiences, 
with no special theories to uphold 
or reject, were strongly interest- 
ed at every performance. But 
for the advent of Hitlerism—with 
its hooligan concepts of art and 
its anti-Semitic purges—it is 
probable that “Wozzeck” would 
have become a repertory piece in 
most of the German opera houses. 
Unfortunately the Metropolitan 
Opera House has been thorough- 
ly reactionary in its attitude 
toward contemporary works since 
the days of .Gatti-Cassazza.

ONE CANNOT ASSUME that 
Berg was interested in driving 
home a lesson.

Then one day their own Jap 
battalion came back. They took 
over again, and they were 
tougher than ever.

All sérts of crazy es- 
cape plans were proposed. Con- 
tact had been made with a guer- 
rilla leader, and some of the pris- 
oners were in favor of an upris- 
ing, with the aid of the guerrillas. 
Miles pointed out to them what 
little chance they would have get- 
ting away with 250 prisoners who 
were too sick to move and some 
500 more who were so sick they 
could hardly walk.

ILES met with the camp’s ex- 
M ecutive council. They agreed 

that he was the man best 
equipped to get them out of the 
place. Miles agreed to try. He 
went to a couple of friends with 
whom he had made an agreement | 
that if one of them ever left, they 
would all go. That night they 
reported to the camp hospital, 
which was on the edge of the 
prison area, and pretended to be 
sick. In the middle of the night 
they went out the back door of 
the hospital and over the fence. 
They walked all night through al- 
ternating jungles and rice pad- 
dies, and came to the town of 
Pila at 11 o’clock the next .morn- 
ing. Miles left his companions 
there and set out for Manila. He 
procured a boat and rowed sever- 
al miles across Laguna Lake.

Finally he 
reached the outskirts of Manila. 
He met an American officer com- 
ing down the highway, with a 
walkie-talkie. He was communi- 
cating with squads of American 
soldiers on both sides of the high- 
way, who were engaged in flush- 
ing out hidden enemy troops. He 
told the officer who he was and 
where he came from. 

“Ye gods!” exclaimed the offi- 
cer, “we've been looking every- 
where for someone who could 
lead us to that place!” They took 
him to G-2 headquarters, and 
there the plan of action was 
mapped out. 

Amphibious tanks were detailed 
to cross the lake.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22. . 
OME Capitol Hill wisemen are 
S predicting Congress will make 
no serious effort to boost taxes 


next year—and not just because 


it is an election year. There are 
two other strong reasons: 

1. Under present plans the peak 
of defense spending will be 
reached in the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1; 1952. Some tax men 
question whether it would be 
smart to risk straining the rev- 
enue machine by gunning it full 
throttle for a single and possibly 
exceptional 12-month period. 

2. Head men on the House and 
Senate tax committees have de- 
clared publicly they will go no 
further short of all-out war. 

Of course, the fact that 1952 is 
an election year, with all the 
House and one-third of the Senate 
having to reckon with the voters, 
looks to many Congressmen like 
the most cogent reason against a 
tax rise. 

Tax men in the Treasury have 
no doubt the Administration will 
make some effort to increase 
taxes. Treasury thought seems to 
be that levies could be increased 
in all three of the major categor- 
ies—excise, corporation income 
and individual income—without 
undue strain.

Party Plans—President Truman 
may not return from his visit to 
Independence, Mo., on Wednes- 
day as scheduled.

Dilemma in “Tran — Recent 
events in Iran, including the 
crowd demonstrations and out- 
breaks of violence at Teheran, 
have tended to confirm the fears 
of American officials. They have 
felt that the financial pinch be- 
cause of lack of oil revenues and 
the consequent political unrest 
might upset the political balance 
in the countfy and give the Com- 
munists a chance to seize power. 

Americans have taken a much 
more serious view of this danger 
than the British. The latter have 
believed that when Iran’s finan- 
cial stress became bad enough, 
the Mossadegh government or a 
new one would be willing to make 
concessions regarding the opera- 
tion of the oil industry and the 
sale of oil in world markets. 

An American move now to give 
substantial financial aid or other 
assistance to Iran might stem the 
crisis for Premier Mossadegh and 
the political faction he represents. 
But. it would run counter to 
British policy — unless it has 
changed recently.

HE first opera written especially for television will be 
presented tomorrow night by the National Broadcastin 
Company on its nationwide television network. Titl 
“Amahl and the Night Visitors,” it was composed by Gian- 
Carlo Menotti, who wrote the libretto as wok oa the music. 
The hour-long show will be carried by KSD-TV at 8:30 p.m. 
To a remarkable extent the production of the opera is 
the work of Menotti. The composer-librettist undertook the 
casting, direction and staging. He instructed his actors how 
to walk, how to fall, how to embrace, how to sing. Every 
night for weeks he hurried from the studio to his home in 
Mount Kisco, New York, to finish composing the last part of 
the opera. Back at the studio the next day, he worked on 
orchestration during lunch periods and rehearsal breaks. 
Given carte blanche as to subject matter and form of the 
opera, Menotti chose an idea inspired by an Hieronymous 
Bosch painting of the three wise men and the Christ child.

Noted Illustrator Does Research at Sportsman's Park for a Spring Magazine Cover 
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N ITS time, Sportsman's Park has seen some bizarre action, usually having

Rockwell wanted to work out a scene with a batter, a catcher and an 
umpire. St. Louis was selected for the setting. Since the Cardinals play 
Pittsburgh in the National League’s opening game here next April, Rockwell 
arranged to have for his cast of characters Cardinal slugger Stanley Musial, 
Pirate catcher Joe Garagiola and Umpire Al Barlick. 

Next Rockwell engaged a photographer, for, like most illustrators, he 
works both from sketchbook notes and from photo studies of his models. For 
about three hours at the middle of each of the three days, when the sun 
simulated April light conditions, this group assembled on the diamond. 
There, the artist briskly tried his subjects in tentative poses at home plate, 
noting actions that seemed to embody the essential flavor of the game. 

e rest of the work on the picture will be done at Rockwell's home and 
studio in Vermont. From his notes, he will make a detailed charcoal draw- 
ing, which an assistant will transfer to canvas. Then, sf working most of 
each day, seven days a week, he expects to complete the painting within 
another week or two, and submit it to the magazine well in advance of his 
contract requirement of two and a half months before publication.

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PUSH-PULL’ RESUSCITATION § 
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Arm Lift Method of Artificial Respiration Is 
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“PUSH-PULL” method of manual artificial respiration is being widely 

adopted in this country to ge the prone-pressure method in stand- 

ard use for many years. own as the back pressure-arm lift, the 
improved system produces a greater exchange of air in the victim's lungs, 
is relatively easy to teach and to perform. It was adopted this month by a 
number of public service organizations, Federal agencies and industrial 
firms on recommendation of the National Research Council, after four years 
of research and study of various methods of artificial respiration. 

Used for years in Denmark and Norway (where it is known as the 
Nielsen method), the back pressure-arm lift is a two-phase operation that 
actively forces air into the lungs as well as expels it. The old prone- 
pressure or Schafer method forces air out but,depends on the natural elastic 
recoil of the chest and internal organs to suck air into the lungs. Experi- 
ments showed the newly-adopted method exchanges 1000 cubic centimeters, 
or more than one quart, of air in each cycle. The Schafer method exchanges 
only 485 cubic centimeters or about one pint of air. 

Among agencies adopting the “push-pull” system are the Armed Forces, 
Bureau of Mines, Civil Defense Administration, Public Health Service, Amer- 
ican Red Cross, Boy and Girl Scouts, Y. M. C. A., American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, Edison Electric Institute.

In this frosty way Santa Claus made his 1951 
visit—unseen behind the snow storm—to an- 
other of Maine’s gale-battered lighthouses. 

Santa calls in many. strange ways across

Once in fog she lost 
her propeller. When the Coast Guard found 
her, she was heaving close to the rocks.

Some are 
warmer blooded. 

Animal “know how” in avoiding cold 
is as important as heavy fur. 

“Most northern animals,” claims 
Prof. Morrison, “depend on a combina- 
tion of factors to keep warm.” Only 
large, heavily-furred animals like the 
husky dog or polar bear have enough 
insulation to withstand terrible cold. 
@ Smaller animals like the weasel 
can’t carry enough fur. They make up 
for it by being expert at finding shelter 


‘under the “warm” snow. 


@ Without shelter, weasels eventually 
freeze to death at 10 below. 

Some Arctic animals seem to make 
up for lack of heavy fur by having an 
inner “thermostat” that gives them 
more body heat to offset the cold. 

Examples: Alaskan Red Back Mice 
have a body temperature of 101°, two 
degrees warmer than Wisconsin mice. 


“Stoking the Stove” 


O KEEP uP the high body heat, small — 


Arctic animals need plenty of high 
calorie food and huge quantities of 
oxygen to supply their inner “stoves.” 
@ As an alternative to “stoking the 
stove” with food, some animals (squir- 
rels, marmots, bears) hibernate 
through the cold season, letting their 
body temperatures drop to about 
40° (F), which would be fatal to man 
and to dogs and cats. 

@ This research on animals has forti- 
fied science’s suggestions that to keep 
warm, you should: ' 

@ First of all, stay out of the cold! 
That’s what Arctic animals do. 

@ Eat plenty of high calorie food in 
winter, especially meats. 

@® Wear thick cotton, wool or fur 
clothes. (Most sensible winter cloth- 
ing: a child’s parka-type play suit.)
